An artery, was severed in his left 
thigh and for a^time physicians feared 
thnl lie would' bleed, to death.

Ho Is alleged to have in- 
sulted ono of -Uega's sons and this 
aroused the father's anger ana he Ini-' 
mediately sought (Jarverm, -whom lie 
found In tho shoemaker's shop shortly 
after 6 o'clock. 
Carvella was still 


very boisterous an da light ensued 
between him and Rcgn, with'the re- 
sult that Roga used Ilia stilleto with 
results. 


Carvella wits quickly sobered up 


and with blood spurting 
from" the 


wounds, ho staggered Into Dr. A. D. 
Miller's,office nearly a block from tho 
scene of the flghC falnllng 
as, he 


reached the threshold. 
His wounds 


wore temporarily dressed and ho was 
quickly removed to the hospital. Last 
'evening after the stabbing affray tho 
streets were crowded with groups o[ 
Italians, who had been aroused by It, 
and who Indulged In a great deal of 
talk.

Czarina /done Makes 


Shore Alive.. 


SHIP SPLIT ON OREGON COAST 


Twenty-nine Members of Crew Are 


Believed to Have Drowned — Bon- 
fires Kept Burning In Hopes of 
Guiding Those .Afloat" Ashore.

Jan. 13—Rush- 
ing, through a heavy fog-which

shrouds the entire Oregon coast the 
steamer Queen tin's morning sailed 
close to the wreck of the Southern 
Pacific liner Czarina which broke jn 
two on. tho north spit of. Goose Bay 
late yesterday afternoon. Twenty-nine 
out of tbe thirty members of the crew 
of the Czarina are believed to have 
lost their lives. 


Engineer Kentzell, so far is the only 


mau who \^as 'aboard the liner who 
was saved. 
He was washed ashore 


alive and is in a serious condition in 
the hospital here. Engineer Kentzell 
says the engines of the vessel were 
torn loose by the heavy pounding ol 
the vessel and the entire bottom of 
the-shin must have been ripped out. 
The crew climbed Into the rigging of 
the sinking ship and remained there 
as long as possble.
